Water Health Ordinance 
Goes into Effect in Chester

CHESTER - The Board 
of Selectmen voted Nov. 8 to 
adopt a new potable water 
health ordinance that will 
require all builders of new 
homes to test the water 
from new wells and docu- 
ment those test results for 
buyers. 

The Tri-Town Times 
mistakenly reported in the 
Nov. 8 edition that the ordi- 
nance had been approved at 
the board's previous meet- 
ing. Though discussed by a 
board in favor of the new 
regulation, its language was 
reviewed by counsel one 
more time before they 
adopted the measure. 

The new regulation 
requires that all new private 
home sellers test the water 
from newly drilled wells 
and disclose those results to 
buyers. The testing will be 



tied to both the state 
Department of Environ- 
mental Services (DES) and 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) parameters 
for safe drinking water. 

While building inspec- 
tor/code enforcement offi- 
cer Thom Roy has been 
working with developers to 
do just that since he was 
hired, it was done on a vol- 
untary basis. The new regu- 
lation will compel all 
builders to follow the same 
process, something neces- 
sary for fairness, argued 
Roy. 

The selectmen were 
prompted to have a second 
review of the ordinance due 
to comments made by 
builder Keith Martel and his 
counsel, Kevin Baum, at the 
Nov. 1 meeting. Martel has 
been in the center of the 
building department's call 
for a specific ordinance after 
disagreement over process 



and procedure at the Jen- 
kins' Farm development. At 
the Nov. 1 meeting, both 
Martel and Baum said they 
were in favor of the ordi- 
nance but sought further 
clarity on what it was ask- 
ing all parties involved to 
do. 

On Baum's suggestion, 
Roy changed a small por- 
tion of the regulation's lan- 
guage, which he said was 
approved by counsel. That 
change is in the second 
paragraph and changes 
wording from "Prior to the 
issuance of a Certificate of 
Occupancy for any dwelling 
supplied by a private well 
system, the owner shall cer- 
tify that the water supply is 
potable and submit to the 
Building Inspector the 
water quality test results. . . " 
to "Prior to the issuance of 
a Certificate of Occupancy 
for any dwelling supplied

Hampstead Students Offer Anti- 
Bullying Message in Sandown

SANDOWN - A group 
of Hampstead Middle 
School students has made it 
their mission to stem the 
spread of bullying. They 
meet at their lunch periods 
and recesses to devise les- 
sons and skits to teach 
young kids across the area 
about what bullying is and 
how to deal with it. 

In that spirit, the Hamp- 
stead Anti Bullying Com- 
mittee met with Sandown 
North School students last 
week in their first visit of 
the year. The seventh and 
eighth graders talked to the 
younger kids, performed 
sketches, showed short 
videos and fielded ques- 
tions. About 15 students 



belong to the committee, 
and they all took part in the 
dynamic presentation. 

They explained bullying 
and their mission to pro- 
mote a safe environment in 
school, as well as what kids 
should do if they're on the 
receiving end of bullying or 
a witness to it, and dis- 
cussed how bullying affects 
everyone involved, from the 
person who is doing the 
bullying to the witness. 

The committee told sto- 
ries of their own experi- 
ences with bullying, wheth- 
er they were the victims or 
helped someone out who 
was the underdog. Some 
noted how important the 
group was to them in mak- 
ing friends and being part of 
a community. The group 
often reaches out to people 



who may have been bullies. 

It's a fun group, said 
Caelin McMahon, where 
not only are they working to 
get out a message of com- 
munity, but they're forming 
one themselves. 

There are different kinds 
of bullying, the committee 
explained, citing verbal and 
physical bullying, exclusion, 
cyber bullying, mean texting 
and double bullying. Com- 
mittee-made videos illustrat- 
ed each type of behavior. 

The kids also talked 
about how a school bus can 
be rife with bullying and 
discussed appropriate ways 
to deal with that environ- 
ment. After a short skit, the 
younger kids had a chance 
to talk with the older kids 
and offer ideas of how they 
continued on page 2

Selectmen's Budget Leaves 
Unanswered Questions

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen had 
more questions than an- 
swers after its review of the 
proposed budget. 

At a meeting Wednes- 
day, Nov. 7, the selectmen 
found the budget appears to 
be higher than it should, 
following their request to 
hold budgets flat or to no 
more than a 1 percent in- 
crease. The board decided 



its questions would be 
answered at the December 
budget meeting, when 
Selectmen's Clerk Tina Har- 
rington, who runs the finan- 
cial, could be present to 
explain the numbers. 
In other business: 
• Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin sought permission to 
expend $2,350 from the 
Police Detail Fund. He said 
$900 of that amount would 
be for medical kits for each 
cruiser. 

"We need to be able to 



treat an officer or victim in 
the event we are unable to 
get first responders to the 
scene, and these medical 
kits would answer that 
need," he explained. 

The rest of the amount 
he requested, $1,450, would 
be for digital blue lights for 
the Police Department 
motorcycle. The blue lights 
now on the bike do not 
show up at night, and this 
limits its usefulness. The 
present lights were what

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Rumor Denied Over Granite House Plans for Chester College

CHESTER - The plan- 
ning board was set to meet 
with representation from The 
Granite House on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 7, for a brief dis- 
cussion over whether the 
Chester College of New Eng- 
land property would be a 
good fit for its operation. 
However, for unknown rea- 
sons Granite House decided 
to cancel the meeting - but 
not before rumors flew 
around town that prompted a 
large turnout at the meeting. 

Granite House operates 
a rehabilitation facility on 
West Broadway in Derry. 

Nearly all residents head- 
ed back home last Wednes- 
day night after hearing that 
the agenda item was can- 
celled. The turnout was 
based in part on an email 
that quickly made the 
rounds of Chester's comput- 
er screens, and urged resi- 
dents to attend to the meet- 
ing to air their concerns for 
the property. Because of 
incorrect information, the 
email caused more concern 
than may have been war- 
ranted. 

The property has not 
been sold. According to 
planning board members 
and coordinator Cynthia 
Robinson, they were con- 
tacted by The Granite House 
for a basic discussion on 
zoning regulations and 
other concerns that would 
impact the organization if it 



decided to look more closely 
at purchasing the property. 

Eric Spofford of Granite 
House, who was set to meet 
with the planning board, 
did not return a call for 
comment. 

While there was some 
concern that the organiza- 
tion planned to use the site 
for a halfway house for 100 
inmates, based on the email 
circulating in Chester, 
Granite House describes 
itself as a "men's sober liv- 
ing environment." 

According to its website, 
"Extended care programs 
are facilities designed for 
those who have completed 
inpatient substance abuse 
programs to continue their 
recovery program in an 
environment that supports 
the new standards of behav- 
ior and personal conduct 
acquired in their treatment 
program.... Serving a critical 
area between the end of pri- 
mary treatment and the 
start of successful inde- 
pendent living, the program 
features three distinct phas- 
es to address all the needs of 
an individual in recovery. 
During these phases, a resi- 
dent at The Granite House 
will learn the tools to effec- 
tively manage his recovery, 
avoid relapse, and rebuild 
his life, relationships and 
career potential." 

Chair of the planning 
board Brian Sullivan said 
the board is in the business 
of discussing land use with 
buyers and potential buyers, 



and in approving any land 
use, it abides by the rules 
and regulations of the town. 

The planning board has 
also met with a group inter- 
ested in using the former 
college as an elder care facil- 
ity. 

Mike Weider, selectmen 
liaison to the planning 
board, also addressed the 
issue at his board's meeting 
the following night after 
being questioned about it. 
Weider echoed Sullivan's 
comments that the planning 
board will entertain any 
conceptual plan for a prop- 
erty. He added that the 
email that circulated in 
town conveyed misinforma- 
tion and the matter wasn't 
close to the site plan review 
stage. 

There is also an out- 
standing question as to 
whether the property's spe- 
cific zoning variances 
would allow for use by The 
Granite House, and Sullivan 
said those questions would 
go to counsel. 

The area is in the Gener- 
al Residential and Agricul- 
tural District, limiting the 
uses of the land. Special 
approval from the town 
would need to be granted 
for most commercial uses. 
Aside from special excep- 
tions, what is allowed in the 
district are single and two- 
family dwellings, cluster 
development, home occu- 
pation/home business, chur- 
ches, educational institu- 
tions, kindergarten and 
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childcare centers and gener- 
al farming and forestry 
activities. 

In a press release, Robert 
Baines, president of the now 
closed Chester College of 
New England, put some of 
the rumors to bed. Baines 
explained that since the 
property was put on the 
market, the college board of 
trustees, bank and real 
estate firm have been work- 



ing together to seek buyers 
"whose use of the college 
property would be consis- 
tent with the prior uses of 
the property and character 
of the Chester community. 

"Apparently, there are 
rumors that a potential 
buyer of the property is 
involved in some kind of 
private prison or correction- 
al half-way house activity," 
he said. "No such activity 



has ever been proposed and 
no such buyer has ever 
approached Chester College 
about purchasing the prop- 
erty." 

Baines said that while 
the group is hopeful for a 
buyer soon, no offers are 
currently being considered 
and when and if a buyer 
comes forward, they will 
discuss the future of the 
property with the town.

would have handled the sit- 
uation. 

The group worked well 
with their young audience. 

"We want you to be the 
kind of bystander that sticks 
up for the victim," said Jess 
Grimm. Later Grimm 
brought out a bag of lol- 
lipops, explaining to the 
kids that each one was dif- 
ferent and unique from the 
rest of the pops. But once 
you get through all of those 
differences, they all had the 
same center. 

Tyler Clark spoke of 
how some bullies may not 
know they're hurting oth- 
ers, and by telling a teacher 
about it, the bully may be 
helped. 

North principal Jo- Ann 
Georgian explained that not 
only was the presentation at 
the right level for her stu- 
dents and used the right 
language, but the fact that 
they were watching grown 
up middle schoolers made a 
big impact as well. Georgian 
said the school did a lot of 
bullying awareness and the 
presentation reinforced 
those messages. 

At Hampstead Middle 
School, Cressa Bonnell, 
Kathy Costa and David Re- 
millard facilitate the group, 
but they were clear that 
everything is student creat-

ed. The group has been in 
operation for five years, and 
was started after a visit from 
John Halligan, the father of 
Ryan Halligan, a middle 
school boy who took his 
own life after struggling with 
bullying for years. After that 
presentation some of Hamp- 
stead's middle schoolers 
decided they'd like to make 
sure an age-appropriate mes- 
sage got to the younger stu- 
dents and started organizing. 

"They're amazing. They 
write, they produce, they do 
everything," said Bonnell. 

Caelin McMahon said it 
was an important message 
to get out. The group tailors 
the presentation to different 
age levels. 

"It's really important 



that kids these days know 
that bullying isn't OK. We 
need them to understand 
the difference between bul- 
lying and kids joking 
around and things like that, 
and the difference between 
telling a teacher and tat- 
tling," Caelin said. 

Hannah Rogers summed 
up the core of the message 
during the presentation. "All 
of us are different in some 
way," she said. "We do not 
have to change for anyone. 
Accepting others for who 
they are is called tolerance. 
We have the right to be 
accepted for everything we 
are and everything we are 
not... If everyone was the 
same, we'd have a very bor- 
ing world." 
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Chester Voters TUrn Out in Force for General Election

CHESTER - Just as in 
polling places across the 
state, Chester's multi-pur- 
pose room saw record num- 
bers during the Nov. 6 gen- 
eral election. But unlike the 
outcome across the state, 
the Republicans on Ches- 
ter's ballot all received the 
most votes. 

A total of 2,765 voters 
had their ballots read by the 
voting machine Nov. 6. 
That's 80.59 percent of reg- 
istered voters, and the num- 
ber includes 157 absentee 
ballots. By the end of the 
day, the registered voter 
count totaled 3,427. 

"It was just awesome. In 
all the years I've been here, 
this is the largest turnout 
we have had," said town 
clerk Barbara Gagnon, who 
often lauds Chester's dedi- 
cation to performing its 
civic duty. 

The 2008 general elec- 
tion, the highest turnout 
previously, saw 2,738 bal- 
lots cast, a slightly lower 
percentage of total regis- 
tered voters. 

The turnout forced some 
residents to park far from the 
polls, some all the way down 
by the Chester Congrega- 
tional & Baptist Church. 

"It was crazy busy," said 
ballot clerk Lorna Hazelton, 
a sentiment agreed on by 
her peers. 

The lines were out the 
door and down the sidewalk 
even before the doors offi- 
cially opened at 7 a.m. Esti- 
mates were that about 200 
people came through in that 
initial rush, including 40 
new registrations. Supervi- 
sors of the checklist joked 
that they didn't have a 
chance to pick up their 
heads for the rest of the day, 
handling 306 new registra- 
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tions. Many of those new 
registrations were from new 
voters, supervisor Dianna 
Charron said. 

There was a slight lull 
reported after lunch time. 

Gene Charron, along 
with a few others, spent the 
entire day greeting voters at 
the polls, from 7 a.m. until 
the results were read a few 
minutes before 8 p.m. Char- 
ron joked that he needed a 
long rest from the day's 
activity, a sentiment agreed 
to by poll workers who 
spent more than 12 hours at 
their work. 

Things went smoothly 
despite the high turnout, 
said Gagnon. Efforts were 
put in place ahead of time in 
anticipation of the numbers. 
New barriers were pur- 
chased and arrows placed 
on the floor to keep people 
moving through the lines 
quickly. Also, a police offi- 
cer was placed outside of 
the polls to remind people 
that per new state law, they 
would need to provide a 
picture identification before 
voting or fill out a voter affi- 
davit. 

Officer Tim Loveless 
was outside for part of the 
day and said there weren't 
any problems from voters in 
response to the new law. 
While there was some 
grumbling reported, there 
were no substantial issues, 
said Gagnon. 

Karl Knudsen helped 
residents fill out the voter 
affidavit if they didn't have 
an ID. Eighteen forms were 
filled out by the end of the 
night. Reasons for lack of ID 
varied from simply forget- 
ting it at home to not feeling 



the need to show the identi- 
fication, he said. Most were 
good natured about it, and 
most had their IDs ready, he 
said. 

Issues were minimal at 
the polls, said Gagnon. The 
biggest issue was simply 
getting the folded absentee 
ballots to go through the 
machine, causing some 
backup. Just enough ballots 
were sent by the secretary of 
state's office. 

While all of Chester's 
ticket went to the Republi- 
cans, the story across the 
state was different, as New 
Hampshire went to Presi- 
dent Barack Obama, Demo- 
crat Maggie Hassan was eas- 
ily elected governor, both 
Democratic candidates for 
US Congress, Carol Shea- 
Porter and Ann McLane 
Kuster, were elected and the 
Democrats took back the 
majority in the New Hamp- 
shire House. Chester helped 
send its Republican repre- 
sentatives back to the legis- 
lature and helped Republi- 
can candidate Russell Pres- 
cott earn a seat in the state 
senate. 

Prescott narrowly beat 
out Democrat Carol Cro- 
teau with 15,021 votes to 
her 13,064. 

And while a majority of 
Chester's voters were in 
favor of amending the con- 
stitution, the rest of the 
state decided against the 
three questions that ended 
the ballot.

Hampstead Tax Rate Declines, 
Due Date Extended for Paymment

HAMPSTEAD - The 
state was backed up getting 
municipal tax rates set this 
fall but the Hampstead tax 
rate is now complete and 
shows a small decrease. 

Property tax bills will be 
going out in the next week, 
and the date for tax bill pay- 
ment will be extended to 30 
days after tax bills are 
mailed, instead of the nor- 
mal Dec. 1 date. 



The 2012 Tax Rate 
amount is $21,943 per 
$1,000 of valuation, .337 
cents lower than last year. 
This is the first decrease in 
the Hampstead tax rate in a 
number of years. 

Details of the tax rate 

are: 

Town: $3,362 per thou- 
sand ($3.30 in 2011); 
County: $1,024 ($1.04 in 
2011); School District: 
$15,131 ($15.58 in 2011); 
State School: $2,427 ($2.36 
in 2011), for a total of 
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$21,943 ($22,280 in 2011). 

The Board of Selectmen 
announced the tax rate at its 
Wednesday night meeting, 
Nov. 7. The state Depart- 
ment of Revenue Adminis- 
tration has approved the 
rate but five days must pass 
before the tax bills can be 
mailed out to property own- 
ers. 

Once the bills are in 
property owners' hands, 
they will have 30 days from 
the postmarked date to 
make their tax payment.

Spirited Turnout 



Regardless of whether our candi- 
dates won or lost, after the outstanding 
voter turnout in the Nov. 6 General 
Election we can all be relieved that 
democracy still manages to work in the 
United States. 

Perhaps even more outstanding 
were the long lines of residents, wait- 
ing patiently or otherwise to register to 
vote on Election Day. While many of 
those voters' names had been purged 
from the checklist after not voting for 
several elections and had failed to rein- 
state themselves earlier, they wanted to 
vote last week and persevered in fulfill- 
ing their civic duty. 

Because it was a Presidential elec- 
tion, the turnout was huge. We'd love 
to see that kind of turnout in other 
elections as well, especially in ones 
where local candidates - who can 
make our lives miserable or devastate 
us financially - seek office, but for 
now, we'll bask in the satisfaction that 
so many took responsibility as citizens 
and flocked to the polls. 

That often meant searching for 
parking spots or crawling along the 
roads in slow-moving traffic. It often 
meant long lines to get a ballot, long 
lines to cast a ballot, and even longer 
lines to register to vote. 

In his comments after his reelec- 
tion, President Barack Obama said the 
lines and difficulties that plagued 
polling stations across the country 



need to be fixed. We agree. Indeed, the 
ludicrous situation in Florida - the 
Democrats' electoral vote win in that 
state was not announced until Satur- 
day afternoon - makes the U.S. voting 
process look no better than some third 
world country elections. 

Voting should be easy and citizen 
friendly. The rules to register to vote 
should be clear and should not change 
based on which party is in power. 

Thankfully in New Hampshire, 
things went the way they should have 
for the vast majority of voters. Ballot 
clerks put in long hours and kept 
smiles on their faces. Supervisors of 
the Checklist diligently registered new 
voters. Residents without picture ID 
were handed affidavits to complete and 
then received their ballots. And there 
wasn't much grumbling about the lines 
or the traffic. 

Now is a good time for elections 
officials to consider whether their 
town has the right number of polling 
places. Londonderry, for example, has 
just one polling place - and had the 
traffic tie-ups to prove it. 

Let's hope the voting experience 
last week left a good impression and 
persuades more and more people to 
keep taking their civic responsibility 
seriously and to continue to vote in 
huge numbers. 

That would be a lasting benefit of 
the Nov. 6 election.

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Sandown Man Suspect in Multiple Copper Burglaries

A Sandown man has 
been arrested in Atkinson 
for driving with a suspend- 
ed license while a habitual 
offender, but is on the hook 
for several burglary charges 
as police there and in sur- 
rounding towns are looking 
to connect him to several 
recent thefts of copper. 

Teddy Willette, 32, of 
104 Hampstead Road in 
Sandown is under investiga- 
tion in Atkinson, Sandown, 
Hampstead and Plaistow in 
connection with several 
burglaries in those towns 



over the last several weeks. 
According to police, Wil- 
lette is suspected of break- 
ing into unoccupied homes 
and stripping the copper 
piping. 

It is suspected that Wil- 
lette sold the metal to Win- 
field Alloy, a recycling busi- 
ness in Atkinson. According 
to Atkinson Sgt. Patrick 
Caggiano, it was there that 
the police caught Willette 
on a surveillance camera 
operating a motor vehicle 
with a suspended license 
while known to police as a 
habitual offender, and sub- 
sequently arrested him. 

Willette currently faces 
two Class B felony charges 



but according to Caggiano, 
the paperwork for charges 
related to the burglaries has 
been secured and an arrest 
is imminent. 

Caggiano said the police 
became suspicious when 
the copper was sold at Win- 
field and subsequently be- 
gan an investigation. That 
investigation connected to 
local copper thefts over the 
past month to a month and 
a half, Caggiano said. 

The estimated value of 
the stolen material is $2,000 
in Atkinson. 

Willette is currently out 
on bail but must keep in 
contact with Atkinson pol- 
ice, who are working with

According to Hampstead 
Police Lt. John Frazier, 
Hampstead has a completed 
warrant ready to go for the 
arrest of Willette for two 
felony counts of burglary.

town. While Sandown's Sgt. 
Aurie Roy said Willette is 
currently under investiga- 
tion, no charges have yet 
been filed from Sandown. 

Caggiano said that in his 
town the frequency of such 
burglaries ebbs and flows, 
but often because criminals 
know they're pressing their 
luck by focusing on a single 
town or area for too long, 
and thus move on to anoth- 
er "fishing hole" for a while.

SANDOWN - From the 
start of the day on Tuesday, 
Nov. 6, Sandown's Town 
Hall saw lines of voters 
snaking down the building's 
handicap ramp and some- 
times all the way out to the 
street as they waited to cast 
their votes in the General 
Election. 

The election attracted 
3,108 voters to the polls, 
keeping poll workers busy 
all day, from before 7 a.m. 
until 11:30 p.m. for some. 

At 8 p.m., the official 
close of the polls, there was 
still a line, and some resi- 
dents were turned away as 
they arrived after the clos- 
ing time. Workers marked 
the end of the line when 8 
p.m. hit, but a few stragglers 
missed the deadline. 

In total, including ab- 
sentee ballots, 3,299 ballots 
were cast, just short of the 



2008 General Election's 
3,316 votes tallied, or 75 
percent of registered voters. 
Prior to the 2008 election, 
according to town modera- 
tor Gordon Champion, the 
highest turnout was 31 per- 
cent. 

The Nov. 6 election 
brought out 707 new voters 
to be registered Election 
Day, taking Sandown's total 
registered voter count up to 
3,709. That's more than 88 
percent of registered voters, 
the highest percentage 
turnout Sandown has seen. 

"I've never seen any- 
thing like it," said Supervi- 
sor of the Checklist Rose- 
marie Bruno following a 
long day of registering new 
voters. She and the rest of 
the supervisors noted long 
since cramped hands by 8 
p.m. The town clerk's office 
staff stepped in during the 
day to help the supervisors 
because of the heavy work- 
load.

trants weren't first time vot- 
ers or new to town, but had 
recently been purged from 
the voter checklist per state 
law. 

Despite the record turn- 
out, Town Clerk Michelle 
Short said the day went well 
and voters were under- 
standing about the wait. 
Thirty minutes was the esti- 
mated longest wait during 
the height of the lines. 
There was a small lull right 
after lunch when the lines 
disappeared. 

"I think it went pretty 
smooth," said Short, adding 
that the turnout was more 
or less what was expected. 

Though some grumbling 
was reported by poll work- 
ers about the state's new 
Voter ID law, which requires 
voters to present some form 
of picture identification, the 
overwhelming majority had 
no complaints and had their 
ID ready.

tee ballots, as is usually 
done, so ballot clerks, mod- 
erators and town clerk staff 
counted them once the polls 
closed. 

The results were an- 
nounced about 10:30 p.m., 
after all ballots were run 
through the machine and 
counts matched. 

By the end of the night, 
Sandown's votes did not 
match up with the rest of 
the state or nation. Though 
the election went largely in 
favor of Democrats, that 
party sweeping the presi- 
dent, governor, and two 
U.S. Congress races in the 
state, every Republican on 
Sandown's ticket took the 
most votes. Sandown did 
help put all of its Republi- 
can candidates back into the 
New Hampshire House and 
helped Republican Russell 
Prescott take the district's 
State Senate seat. Prescott's 
race was close. He beat out 
Democrat Carol Croteau 
with 15,021 votes to her 
13,064. 

And while a majority of 
Sandown voters were in 
favor of amending the con- 
stitution, the rest of the 
state decided against the 
three questions that were at 
the end of the ballot.

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead voted Republican for 
the most part in the Nov. 6 
General Election, supporting 
Republicans Mitt Romney 
(3,217) for President and 
Ovide Lamontagne (2,819) 
for Governor, with Democ- 
ratic President Barack Ob- 
ama getting 2,012 votes and 
Democrat Maggie Hassan 
receiving 2,198. Obama was 
re-elected President, and 
Hassan will be New Hamp- 
shire's next governor. 

Hampstead had no prob- 
lems with the election, but 
saw a steady stream of voters 
from start to finish. School 
was not in session, although 
teachers were holding par- 
ent conferences, and there 
were no major parking or 
traffic issues. The parking 
lots were full all day and 
traffic was heavy along Main 
Street and School Street in 
the early voting hours and 



again after work. 

Town Clerk Patricia 
Curran said they encoun- 
tered no problems and that 
everything went perfectly. 
They processed 21 affidavits 
for those without picture 
IDs and the Supervisors of 
the Checklist added 502 
newly registered voters. 

Hampstead has 6,408 
registered voters, and 5,319 
votes were cast, resulting in 
an 83 percent voter turnout. 
Curran said this was exactly 
the same percentage as in the 
2008 Presidential election. 

But something out of the 
ordinary did take place, with 
a selectman driving an 
absentee ballot to Boston on 
Election Day so a Hampstead 
resident could cast his vote. 

Dick Garcia suffered a 
stroke and ended up at 
Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital in Boston early on the 
morning of the election, and 
told his doctors he wanted 
to leave so he could get 
home to vote. 



Selectman Sean Murphy 
heard about this and talked 
with Curran about what 
might be done. Curran con- 
tacted both the New Hamp- 
shire Secretary of State and 
the Attorney General and 
after a short while was 
granted permission for Mur- 
phy to take an absentee bal- 
lot to Boston for Garcia to 
vote. Murphy checked with 
Garcia's family to ensure he 
was recovered sufficiently to 
be able to vote and that he 
was still at the hospital 
before heading south. 

Murphy, who had been 
at the polls from the onset, 
drove to Mass General, 
where the ballot was taken 
to Garcia, who voted, and 
the ballot was returned to 
Murphy. He then drove back 
to Hampstead and slid Gar- 
cia's vote into the ballot box.

Hampstead Central First Graders Bring Butterflies to Life

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Unified Arts/First Grade 
Butterfly Celebration at

Hampstead Budget Committee Wants Lower Bottom Line

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Budget Committee reviewed 
the highlights of the Town 
and School budgets to date 
and concluded that while it 
appeared the various de- 
partments were trying to 
level fund or stay within a 1 
or 2 percent increase, there 
were still things that could 
be done to lower the bottom 
lines. 

Chairman Bob O'Brien 



issued a request last week 
for the 2012 Town Report in 
the vendor payment sec- 
tions to list the name, the 
person's job or position or 
what they provided and the 
amount paid. He applauded 
School Board member Jim 
Stewart's call for a "head 
count" within the school 
district and said that was 
important information for 
taxpayers. 

Committee member Matt 
Murphy suggested that 
given the rising cost of 



insurance and retirement, 
town and school employees 
should be asked to shoulder 
more of the burden. He said 
if the employees expect and 
get raises, they should be 
willing to absorb some of 
the increases in insurance 
coverage and retirement 
costs, especially as employ- 
ees' retirement costs have 
not risen. He also reiterated 
his request for the school 
district to stop making the 
teachers union dues pay- 
ments and instead require 



the teachers to pay their 
own union dues. 

Murphy called the 
school district's surplus 
"unacceptable." He said he 
wants to know why that 
surplus amount can't be 
reduced by at least 50 per- 
cent. His view is the school 
district's overbudgeting for 
Regular Education tuition 
and Special Education 
tuition and for salaries 
accounts for most of the 
surplus, and this should not 
be tolerated. 



The committee briefly 
touched on the school dis- 
trict's Breadloaf project that 
proposes improvements for 
Central School, including 
an addition to replace the 
trailers, and minor improve- 
ments at the Middle School. 
Members also noted ongo- 



ing school contract negotia- 
tions. Murphy reiterated his 
desire to have a budget 
committee member be a 
participant in those negotia- 
tions, complaining that 
when the budget committee 
gets the contracts, they are 
completed.

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Pinkerton Says Adding 50 Students Saves Districts Money

Sending schools for 
Pinkerton Academy got the 
"why" behind a request to 
add more students. 

The request was the last 
item on the agenda for the 
Fall Meeting of the Trustees, 
Administration and Sending 
Schools for the semi-private 
academy which took place 
Thursday, Nov. 8. 

While school adminis- 
trators argued that the move 
would be a tax break for 
homeowners and the fin- 
ancially-strapped public 
schools, some local board 
members remained uncon- 
vinced. 

The request for 50 addi- 
tional students came in a 
letter in September. The 
Derry School Board voted 
not to support it, and Chair- 
man Brenda Willis ex- 



pressed a concern that 
Pinkerton would "cherry- 
pick" from the best of the 
tuition students, thus re- 
ducing opportunities for 
Derry students. 

Pinkerton Business Ad- 
ministrator Glenn Neagle 
made a case for the addition 
with a PowerPoint presenta- 
tion and hand-out. 

Neagle said the ap- 
proved regular education 
budget for 2012-13 was 
$30,648,305 and the ap- 
proved regular education 
tuition rate was $10,015.79 
per student. 

There are currently 
3,060 students at Pinkerton 
Academy. 

The sending schools at 
present are Derry, Chester 
and Hampstead. Auburn 
will become a sending 
school in 2013. 

Assuming a 3 percent 
increase in the Pinkerton 



budget, Neagle said, the reg 
ular education budget 
would rise to $31,567,754 
and the regular education 
tuition rate would rise to 
$10,316.26. 

But if the student base 
were raised to 3,110 by the 
addition of 50 more stu- 
dents, the regular education 
budget would rise to 
$31,567,754, with a 3 per- 
cent increase, but the tuition 
rate would only rise by 1.3 
percent, to $10,150.40. 

Auburn taxpayers would 
save $39,142.96 with the 
extra 50 students; Chester, 
$58,051; Derry, $327,523; 
and Hampstead, $75,963.88, 
for a total of $500,731.34 sav- 
ings for the sending towns. 

"It lowers the tuition 
rate if those seats are filled," 
Neagle said. "It's a half-mil- 
lion-dollar savings for the 
sending towns." 

Ken Linehan, a member 



of the Derry Cooperative 
School District board, 
reminded Nagle and Head- 
master Mary Anderson that 
Derry had offered to 
approve more students as 
part of its contract negotia- 
tions, and the offer was 
rejected. "Why are you 
bringing it forward now?" 
he asked. 

There were strings 
attached to the previous 
offer, Anderson said. Derry 
wanted a member on the 
Pinkerton board. 

"That was a non-voting 
member," Linehan said. But 
Trustee Chairman Harry 
Burnham said on the advice 
of the school's legal counsel, 
the request was denied. 

"You received a lot of the 
things you asked for," 
Anderson said of the con- 
tract negotiations. 

Based on projections, en- 
rollment would have drop- 



ped, Anderson said, and 
only Auburn coming in 
evened it out. 

Burnham countered 
board members' concerns 
about choosing "the best 
and brightest" with, "We do 
not recruit. It's first-come, 
first-serve - if there's an 
opening." 

"We do not even know if 
these 50 students are out 
there," Anderson said. 

Neagle agreed. "There's 
no guarantee we can fill all 
the seats - but we are fielding 
a lot of phone calls," he said. 

"I'm going to take my 
'trustee' hat off and put my 
'taxpayer' hat on," Trustee 
Timothy Butterfield said. 
"Glenn's presentation was 
black and white, and I can 
understand why members 
of the surrounding commu- 
nities oppose it." 

Butterfield said he was 
looking at the proposal 



from a selfish motive. "I'm 
looking at the rise in K-8 
costs in Derry, and it's sub- 
stantial," he said, referring 
to the working public 
school budget and the 
added expenses brought on 
by state downshifting and 
federal mandates. "We 
could see $300,000 worth 
of savings - with very little 
effort. It's a lot of money. I'm 
asking you to give a hard 
look at this." 

All three of the current 
sending districts, Hamp- 
stead, Chester and Derry, 
must approve the request. 
Derry voted against it at its 
last meeting. Hampstead 
voted for it. The outcome 
hinges on Chester's vote and 
the possibility of Derry's 
changing its vote. 

The next meeting of the 
sending schools, trustees and 
administration is Jan. 24.

were available when the 
bike was leased, and the 
department didn't want to 
spend money on it until the 
bike had proved its useful- 
ness. It has done that, Beau- 
doin said, and the time has 
come to add the lights. 

He told the board he had 
also just received a grant for 
leasing the bike in the 
amount of $1,500, which 
had been put back into the 
Detail Fund. 

The board unanimously 
approved the chief's re- 
quest. 

• Selectmen's Assistant 
Sally Theriault told the 
board all data has been suc- 
cessfully transferred to 
Community Health Service 
(CHS) in Derry for all 
Hampstead Human Services 
activity. People seeking wel- 
fare assistance will be given 
the contact information for 
CHS. 

• Theriault told the 
board she has submitted the 



estimated town storm dam- 
age in the amount of 
$12,323. She noted that she 
will be submitting an addi- 
tional amount of $1,700 for 
damage sustained to the 
Town Hall roof. 

As a result of the recent 
storm, a change has been 
made in how Public Service 
of New Hampshire (PSNH) 
is informed of emergency 
situations and downed 
wires in town and how they 
respond with information. 
In the future the Hampstead 
Fire Department will be the 
single point of contact for 
town information (not for 
residents). 

• The selectmen learned 
that progress has been made 
on getting a generator for 
Town Hall. A generator has 
been decided on at a cost of 
$20,680, and the cost of get- 
ting it hooked up will be 
$6,168. Road Agent Jon 
Worthen will take care of 
digging and refilling the 
trench and pouring the con- 
crete pad. 

No date was given for 



installation but once that 
has been accomplished, 
Theriault said she would be 
submitting the bills of 
roughly $28,848 for all the 
associated costs for reim- 
bursement. A grant will pro- 
vide 50 percent reimburse- 
ment for the amount she 
requested, which Theriault 
said was a little less than the 
total cost, but she is hoping 
the town will still get a full 
50 percent reimbursement. 

• The board heard two 
presentations from agencies 
that wish to have their 
funding requests placed on 
the warrant. 

Melanie Nesheim, presi- 
dent of Family Promise, 
described what her agency 
will do - provide housing 
for homeless families at one 
of 10 host churches for a 
week at a time; provide the 
families with a day center at 
Calvary Bible Church in 
Derry, where they can do 
laundry, shower and pursue 
resources to get their lives 
back on track; and transport 
the families to and from 



host churches and the day 
center. She said Family 
Promise is asking each of 
the 16 towns covered by the 
program to support it with a 
$5,000 contribution. 

The Rockingham Plan- 
ning Commission (RPC) 
explained what it does for 
Hampstead in return for the 
dues the town pays annual- 
ly. The town's membership 
dues amount to $7,921 this 
year, a slight decrease from 
last year based on the cur- 
rent census population fig- 
ures. Membership in the 
planning commission had 
been questioned in terms of 
whether the town receives 
sufficient value for the fee. 

Randy Clark, chairman 
of the Hampstead Planning 
Commission, told the board 
that membership in the 
RPC was "very worth- 
while." He said in past years 
its services had been uti- 
lized more frequently than 
presently, but that it had 
been working on the town's 
Master Plan most recently.

Lyman Currier 

Lyman Dodge Currier, 90, of Hampstead 
died Nov. 8, 2012 surrounded by family.

by a private well system, the 
owner shall submit to the 
Building Inspector the 
water quality test results, 
from a New Hampshire cer- 
tified Well Testing Lab..." 

The language change 
makes clear that it will not 
be the town or seller "certi- 
fying" the potability of well 
water. The town's role will 
be to ensure that testing is 
done and is made available 
to the buyer, to do with as 
he or she sees fit. 

Anther small change is 
located in paragraph three. 
The wording was changed 
from requiring testing 
results to meet levels for 
Environmental Protection 
Agency primary safe drink- 
ing water to instead require 
a comparison with EPA Max- 
imum Contaminant Level 
Standards. This again takes 
the town out of negotiations 
or forcing builders to fix 
wells, and instead puts that 
burden on negotiations 
between the seller and 
buyer. 

Further discussion on 



the ordinance's language 
occurred among the select- 
men, but ultimately mem- 
bers decided against further 
changes. 

Some of that discussion 
was prompted by selectman 
Jack Cannon's desire to 
make sure it was clear that 
the seller was the one who 
needed to disclose the test- 
ing results, leaving the town 
solely as mediator. After 
some talk Cannon and the 
rest of the board agreed that 
the language was adequate- 
ly clear on that point. 

The board unanimously 
approved the new ordinance 
effective that night. A copy of

board to brainstorm interim 
measures for the area. 

Cannon noted that win- 
ter was upon the town
